Two German aeroplane* flew over the city of Canterbury, which 
is llfty-flrs miles to the east of London. They made their appearance 
shortly after mid-day. ' 

A German aeroplane dropped two bombs on Faversham tjiia 
afternoon, but no damage resulted. It was shot at by local marks¬ 
men but their aim apparently sms poor. 

Flying over Bittingbonrae, the airman dropped another bomb 
bnt the only result was the digging of a hole in an orchard. Still an. 
other bomb was dropped into a chalk quarry. The German machine 
then started for the aea by way of Deal, from which direction it had 
appeared over Kent. 

The damage done by the flying machines at these points in Kent 
was negligible, so far as is known up to the present time.

This was the third German aerial at¬ 
tack on the eastern counties of Lng- 
land In the last thirty-six hours.

April 14.—At least two Zep¬ 
pelins raided the counties of Suffolk 
and Essex early this morning and 
dropped bombs within thirty-six miles

A large number 
of bombs was dropped on towns and 
village.*, but no loss of Ilf* resulted. 

The number of airships which took 
part In th« raid Is uncertain, but as¬ 
suredly It was more than one. as at¬ 
tacks were made within a few minutes 
of each other at points seventy miles 
apart. Th© first was on Maldon at 
1114 am. hy a Zeppelin, which prev¬ 
iously had passed over Burnham and 
Southmlnster. After dropping bombs 
at Maldon th* airship turned,north and 
let fall more explosives at Haybrldge. 
It .may have been the same craft Been 
■at 1 o'clock flying over Harwich la (In¬ 
direction of Ipswich. A second attack 
was made between 12 JO and 12.45 a.m 
on South w old. ten miles south of 
Lowestoft, on the North sea 

At Lowesfoft. where three bombs 
wer© dropped, s lumber yard was set 
on fire, three horses w ere killed and 
many windows were broken. At Houth- 
wold. where several bomb* were 
dropped, railway trucks were set on 
fire. At Maldon a house was struck but 
only slightly damaged. At Heybridge. 
several bomb* were dropped, but no 
damage has been reported. - 

The authorities had ample warning 
of the air raid, as telegrams from Hol¬ 
land reported that the Zeppelins wel¬ 
coming across the sea In the direction 
of England Notices were sent to the 
police authorities of som* of the east

These notices' enabled 
the usual precaution s t o forestall air 
attacks to be taken In towns and \II- 
I lages.
